Washington, April 1—And the bill 
is passed,” announced Speaker Clark. 
With a vote of 248 to 162 one of the 
most remarkable, most significant in- 
cidents in the history of the house of 
representatives closed last evening. By 
a ma/ority of 86, the house reversed {ts 
action of two years ago, The demo- 
Cratic party repudiated one definite 
plank of their Baltimore national con- 


vention platform, They did that in 
the face of the strongest opposition 
from their speaker and leader and 
campeign chairman, They did it in 
Spite of telling appeals to patriotism 
and prejudices, and of the mercy of 
their opponents. In doing it, they 
could net but know they played heavily 
into the hands of campaign dema- 


gogues and jingoes, and must face their 
record at the next election. In doing it, 
too they won the enmity of the 
wealthy and powerful trust that will 
not forget. And, most significant of 
all, they did it to show the world that 
the imputation might be wiped out 
that the United States does not keep 
its word. 

But the fight is not over. There 
will be a month of !t in the senate, the 
result there is much more uncertain, 
President Wilson, grateful for today’s 
justification of democracy'’s honor, 
strongly hopes for like action by the 


senate, That would indeed be a 
triumph for democracy, for which all 
friends of democratic institutions in 


all countries would be glad.

TRAFFIC EARNINGS 
AND RAILWAY FINANCE 
One of the features in the consolidation and amendments to 


the railway act presently before the Dominion house which appears |® 


to have escaped the attention it deserves is the provision that here- 
after there shall be placed in the hands of the railway commission 
power to supervise, control or veto the issue of any and all railway 
stocks, bonds and securities of every description, and that no security 
shall issue until the same has had the sanction of the commission, 
Furthermore, it is provided that issues of securities against railways 
cannot be made for other than money considerations, and that the 
board is given power to see that the proceeds are applied to the 
purpose intended and duly accounted for. 

These improvements in railawy finance, long demanded by the 
farmers’ associations and others who, in the last analysis, must bear 
the burden of the water in the stocks, should go a long way toward 
eliminating wild-cat finance from the railway business in Canada. 

Railway finance in this dominion has heretofore been an inten- 
tional maze of intricacies, the design being to cover up from public 
gaze the actual amount of securities pledged against the franchise 
value of the railways. Ex rights in some of the stocks have been 
more valuable than dividend rights, and melons have been cut so 
adroitly as to leave the layman no shadow of chance to understand 
how much he is being taxed in freight rates levied to pay interest on 
stocks and bonds which represent no investment in the road itseif. 

As every railway bond represents a mortgage which must be 
paid for by the public out of the traflic earnings of the railway, the 
inancing of the railways is a matter of very grave public concern. 

If the amendments presently proposed have the effect of throw- 
ing the methods of railway financing open to public yaze a great 
good will have been accomplished. 
II —— 
THE MENTAL SATISFACTION 
OF THE INDEPENDENT AUDIT. 

It will be with considerable mind comfort and mental satisfac- 
tion that the citizens of Edmonton will learn that the ten thousand 
dollar report of the auditors establishes beyond shadow of doubt 
that the book-keeping of Edmouton is now and always has been 
upon a reasonably accurate basis. 

Calgary, it will be remembered, undertook a similar audit at 
the hands of the same firm a year ago, and as a consequence of that 
audit at least one of Calgary’s ex-employees is now in durance, while 
many very grave faults and errors were discovered in Calgary’s book- 
keeping and system of municipal accounting. 

With this information before them, it is not at all surprising 
that the Edmonton city council should have felt the desire’ for an 
independent audit, if for no other reason than to relieve the un- 
easiness which might have haunted them that the same conditions 
might possibly be revealed in this city. 

But the Calgary audit, it should be remembered, was the result 
of a demand created because there was reason to believe that things 
were not as they should be. There was no reason for any such 
belief in Edmonton, and consequently no reason for the intimations 
of a year ago that the audit was going to disrobe a few skeletons, 
an idea whicl+ last year’s council did much to spread, and which the

IN FIRE BYLAW. 


Besides several lives lost, eight big fires in the city of Toronto 
in the first three months of the year cost $716,000, and a number 
of other smalier ones «ought the total of property destroyed by fire 
in that city in January, February and March to over threé-guarters 
of a million dollars. Toronto’s building, in an average year, is not 
much greater than Edmonton's, and for the next two or three years 
it will probably be smaller. So that Toronto’s fire losses each year 
Wipe out a very large percentage of the amount invested in new 
buildings. 

From time to time complaints are heard in Edmonton against 
the severity of the conditions imposed by the municipal building 
bylaw. Edmonton's. building at the present time is being done for 
the future. Many of the large buildings which are to be built this 
summer will be standing a quarter of a century from now. . The 
Toronto experience proves that safety first pays, not only in the 
conservation of life and property, but in lower interest and insurance 
rates, lower rents and lower cost of maintenance of fire-fighting 
equipment, 


FOR GREAT BRITAIN, 


That the intention of the Asquith government is to follow home 
rule for Ireland with home rule for Scotland, England and Wales as 
well was pretty broadly intimated by Sir Edward Grey when he told 
them in the house of commons that the country would go to pieces 
through sheer inability of parliament to handle the work unless a 
system of federal government is put into effect. 

Looking at it from the Canadian experience, one wonders why 
the British system has not absolutely failed for this very reason long 
ago. For the federal government.of Canada, for instance, to attempt 
to assume all the work of all the provinces and that of much of the 
county councils as well as its own would surely wreck the Canadian 
system in a very short time. Yet this is what the British government 
is doing. upon a tremendously larger scale than would be required 
even in Canada. 

If there is an argument against home rule it is that the law was 
not made to apply to England, Scotland and Wales as well, Britain, 
as Sir Edward Grey says, will be compelled to the federal system

Edmond Rostand, Author of 
“Chantecler,” 46 Today. 


Edmond Rostand, poet and _ play- 
wright, is the youngest of the forty 
“Immortals” of the French Academy, 
having been born in Marseilles forty- 
six years ago today, The ’world- 
famous author of “Chantecler’ and 
“Cyrano de Bergerac” was only thirty- 
three when he attained a chair in the 
Academy, the highest ambition of most 
IMterary Frenchmen, and a goal that 
ordinarily is reached, if at all, only 
after long years of effort. In the long 
histery of the greatest of the aca- 
demies of the Institute of France, few 
men as young as Rostand have ever 

been inducted into the company of the 

Immortals, 

Rostand, for all that.he was born on 
the Festival of Fools, was a precocious 
youth, and Indications of his genius 
began to crop out when he was a stu- 
dent at the Lycee de Marseilles and 
the College Stanislass, He began 
writing poetry, storles and plays when 
still a schoolbcy, and he was only 
twenty-five when his drama, "Lesa 
Romanesques,” was produced at the 
Comedie Francaise, Its success was 
Instantaneous, and the boyish drama- 
tist was hailed as one of the great lit- 
erary men of France. “The Roman- 
ticists” was followed in two years by 
“La Princesse” Lointaine,” and in 1897 
“La Samaritaine” was staged, In the 
meantime Rostand had published sev- 
eral volumes of verse, the first, ‘Les 
Musardises,” having been issued when 
the author was barely past his major- 
ity. 

Nostand became an International fig- 
ure in 1898, when “Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac” was produced, and “L’Alglon"” 
added to his fame on both sides of the 
Atlantic. Both plays were translated 
into english and produced in America 
by Richard Mansfield and Maude 
Adams. In 1901 Coquelin and Bern- 
hardt presented the original versions 
on this side of the Atlantic. MRostand's 
election to the Academy took place on 
May 30 1901. In 1910 “Chantecler” was 
producec, and it created an even 
greater sensation than its predecessors. 

Mme. Mostand {s an exceptionally 
brillant woman, and a writer of abil- 

} ity, and their son, Maurice, has won 
jsome fame both as playwright and 
actor. 

The Rt. Hon, James William Low- 
ther, P.C, J.P, LL.M, D., D.C.L., 
LL.D., M.P., conservative member of 
the British house of comjgnons since 
1886 and speaker of the house for near- 
ly nine years, was born April 1, 1855, 
and will begin his sixtieth year today, 
When the liberals gained control of 
the government, Lowther was ietained 
as speaker. The Job of speaker in the 
house of commons is no soft snap, 
stnce it is the duty of that officlal, ig- 
noring his personal partisan affilla- 
tions, to deal out Impartial Justice, and 
to maintain at all times an attitude of 
dignified and unruffled calm. This ts 
particularly difficult on a hot summer 
day, as the costume of the speaker !s 
not calculated to be comfortable during 
the hented season. It Is exactly the 
same as worn by the first speaker, and 
includes a heavy robe of silk, bullion- 
embroidered; with silk knee breeches, 
shoes with heavy allver buckles, cuffs 
frilled with iace, and a most tremen- 
dous wig. When the speaker enters 
the house, preceded by a sergeant in 
brilliant uniform, with sword at side 
and a huge golden mace in his hands, 
every member rises to his feet and 
salutes as the procession passes by.

that Battleford, Sask. was besieged by | 


the Indians who had been urged by 
Riel to make war on the paleface 
settlers. Battleford was an early fort 
and stution of the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, at the junction of Battle Creek 
with the Saskatchewan river, and at 
the time of the second Riel rebellion 
it was the center of a large Indian 
population. When Riel raised the flag 
of insurrection late {n March, 18385, a 
large band of hostile redskins gathered 
about Battleford. Several settlers near 
the village were kliled, and there was 
considerable plundering and destruc- 
tion of property, but the cunning chief 
Poundmaker, did not permit his braves 
to bring the issue to the point of open 
and avowed war, He was a wise ol? 
Cree, and he wanted to know “whick 
| way the cat was going to jump” before 
definitely declaring himself. The 
people of Battleford were wildly 
alarmed by the presence of the menac- 
ing braves around the village, and sent 
out urgent appeals for aid. A little 
army of 640 men, composed principally 
of the “B" battery of Kingston, the 
Queen's Own and Governor-General's 
Foot Guards, under the command of 
Lieut.-Colonel W, D. Otter, was dis- 
patched to the relief of Battleford. The

“April Fool!” 

The first people to observe a “festl- 
val of fools” were the Hindus, among 
whom the Feast of Huli, correspond- 
ing to the All Fools’ Day of the Occt- 
dent, has been celebrated from time 
immemorial. Sending innocents on 
absurd and impossible errands is the 
favorite diversion of the practical jok- 
ers of India, and it has since been 
adopted {n America and Europe, An- 
clent Rome had a feast of fools, called 
Festa Stultorum, but this was*ob- 
served in February.

The ewspapers of Italy are much 
given to hoaxing thelr readers on the 
first of April, and many remarkable 
stories about things that never hap- 
pened are published on that day, to be 
denied the next.

Verge of War?

870,000 Troops are armed and battle- 
ships are all in ports or at sea, 


Kaiser is apparentty calm, 


With eomposure unruffled, the em- 
peror eats breakfast us usual today, 


Berlin, April 1.—When tho sun came 
up out of the east this morning, after a 
night in which thousands of Germans 
had not touched their beds, the Euro- 
pean situation cleared visibly and took 
on a brighter aspect. Night passed, 
and in its place came day. While many 
hopeful ones look upon the rising of 
the run as an omen prophetic of peace, 
and the people of Germany went about 
their various duties as usual this morn - 
Ing, the grim fact remains that the 
$70,000 soldiers constituting the regular 
army of the fatherland are all armed, 
while the battleships, cruisers and other 
vessels of the navy are all either in 
ports or at sea, their crews in readi- 
ness to render instant obedience to 
their officers, In addition to the peace 
strength of 870,000, the German army 
has 4,430,000 reserves. In the navy 
there {s a reserve of 110,000 men, ready 
to augment the regular personnel of 
67,000 officers and sailors who man the 
German fleet, 

By 10 o'clock this morning the Wil- 
helmstrasse, the German foreign office, 
presented a scene of quiet activity, Of- 
ficlals and underlings went about their 
‘tasks as If nothing unusual was in the 
alr, There was nothing to indicate 
that Germany stands on the verge of 
war, Now and then, however, @ man 
would leave that bullding of mystery 
and hasten away, 

The Kaiser, he of the indomitable 
will and fron nerve, rose early this 
morning and, it !s reported, ate his 
usual breakfast with unruffied com- 
posure. Without a tremor, without a 
sign of excitement, he took up the ac- 
customed routine of imperial life, It 
was a sight to make the heart of any 
loyal German beat the faster—the stern 
and silent emperor sitting erect at the 
breakfast table, eating his grape-fruit 
and eggs, while all around his beloved 
fatherland, north, south, east, west, are 
the armed hosts of Italy, Austria, 
France, Great Britain, Russia, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Norway, Holland, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland and Monaco. 

A new element of alarm was injected 
Into the situation today when Jt was 
reported that an officer high in the 
Swiss navy openly declared that In case 
of war between Germany and France 
the united navy of Switzerland would 
be placed at the disposal of the French. 
Another rumor, apparently not without 
basis of fact, is to the effect that the 
Prince of Monaco would side with the 
French in the event of a clash with 
Germany. Color {ts given to this re- 
port by the fact that the Prince's sec- 
ond wife was a New Orleans woman 
of French descent, and by the addition- 
al fact that the French are more liberal 
patrons of Monte Carlo than the Ger- 
mans, 

On tho strength of these and other 
alarming rumors, the war party Is de- 
manding a new and immediate appro- 
priation of $450,000,000,000,000 for the 
purchase of cannon and the construc- 
tion of more battleships. 

It {s expected that there will be 
further developments today, but they 
cannot be hinted at, except to state, 
on the authority of an official sald to 
be close to the Kalser, that they will 
develop before midnight, if at all,
